UN FIRST BALLOT 


Spiritualistic ein Said we 
Fired When Man Raised Her 
Window From Outside. 


SHOT TO FRIGHTEN HIM 


She Believed Him to Be a Bur- 
glar, She Said—Evidence in 


Mrs. Anna B. Manley, a spiritualistic 
medium, was acquitted this afternoon 
on the first ballot by the jury which 
heard the testimony in her trial on the 
charge of murder in the second degree 
in the killing of Peter MacGuire at her 
home, 321 Lucas avenue, on the night 
of March 29. 

The case went to the jury at 1 o’clock. 
Half an hour was occupied at lunch 
and the jury retired at 1:W. As soon as 
court resumed at 2 o'clock the verdict 
was brought in. 

When the verdict was read a number 
of women surrounded Mrs. Manley and 
congratulated her and she left the 
courtroom wih. them. The only comment 
she made was that she was sure all 
along .that she would be acquitted. 

Attorney Charles P. Johnson, in his 
argument to the jury, said the evidence 
was all circumstantial. He insisted that 
no motive had been shown and that the 
woman’s explanation of how she fired 
out of the window accounted for the ab- 
sence of powder smell in the room and 


also accounted for the fact that the. 


man was shot in the back. He said, 
also, that the State had not even shown 
that the woman and man were acquaint- 
ed. 
Assistant Circuit Attorney Moore, ir 
his address to the jury, admitted that 
no motive had been shown. The only 
persons, he said, who knew what the 
motive was, were the dead man and tlie 
woman. The dead man could not tell 
and the woman would not, he said. 

Mrs. Manley on the witness stand in 
the morning gave her version of the 
shooting.

LONDON, Nov. 17.—Sydney Brooks, 
in a cable to the Daily Mail from New 
York, tells of an interview with Thev- 
dore Roosevelt, who he says has nevéfr

“As a matter of fact,”” he says, ‘‘the 
ex-President feels so acutely the figure 
his country has cut in the war that 
he doubts whether he. could ever again 
endure to visit Europe. When _ the 
Lusitania was sunk and American in- 
tervention seemed inevitable, it is an 
open secret that the ex-President made 
instant preparations for raising a force 
of 12,000 on lines of his old Rough Rider 
element.

ENTRANCE CHANGE 


Park Commissioner Says Plans 
Will Wait on Consideration 
Before Service Board. 


OPPOSITION EXPRESSED 


Ce 
New Park Entrance Plan Called 
Artistically Incorrect; Doub- 
ling of Hazard Feared. 


Park Commissioner Cunliff told a 


rost-Dispatch reporter today that his 
design for a new Lindell entrance to 


Forest Park, the details of which were 
printed in last Sunday’s Post-Dispatch, 
would not be carried further until a 
public hearing had been held before the 

Board of Public Service. A date for 
this hearing, he said, would be an- 
nounced later, after he had consulted 
with the board about it. — 

Commissioner Cunliff, in announcing 
his park entrance plans last week, gave 
cut the idea that his design, which was 
secretly drawn, had been formally ap- 
proved by the board and that all that 
remained to be done was to begin the 
work of constructing the new entrance, 
without further public consideration. 

When asked his reason for the decision 
to hold a public hearing, Commissioner 
Cunliff said that the Municipal Art Com- 
mission had requested that the plan be 
presented for its approval or disapprov- 
al, and that he had heard of a large 
number of individual complaints against 
it. 

Art Commission to See Plan. 

“I have decided to do nothing fur- 
ther until a public hearing is con- 
ducted before the Board of Public 
Service and until my design is sub- 
mitted to the Municipal Art Commis- 
sion, which meets tomorrow at the 
City Hall, and to the City Plan Com- 
mission, which will meet next Tues- 
day,’”’ Commissioner Cunliff said. 

The Park Commissioner said he had 
not consulted with the Board of Pub- 
lic Service regarding the holding of 
such a hearing. He was confident, 
however, that the Board would agree 
to hold a public hearing, at which he 
would be present to sit with the 
Board. , ’ 

The Commissioner was asked if his 
rark entrance plan had been approved 
by the Board of Public Service, as he 
had announced last week. He said a 
committee of the Board met last Thurs- 
day, and, after inspecting the pluns, 
told him that they would approve the 
plan as a general proposition and that 
there was 10 question but that it would 
be formally approved at a board meet- 
ing. President Kinsey, of the board. was 
not at the committee meeting. 

President Kinsey was not at his office 
this morning, but William T. Findly, 
secretary of the board, said Cunliff’s de- 
sign had not been approved formally. 

Cumptroller’s Position. 

Last week, when the new plan was an- 
nounced, Commissioner Cunliff said that 
Comptroller Player had agreed to rec- 
ommend apropriations of $40,000 in the 
next two years to carry out the work. 
The Comptroller, when asked about it 
‘oday, said that he had told Park Com- 
missioner he would be willing to approve 
suth an expenditure, if it was Cunliff’s 
rec endation that the wo be done 
ang that it was more importdpt than 
roa improvements and other’ worl: 
necessary in Forest Park. 

The Cunliff park entrance plan, which 
is meeting with considerable opposition 
from many sources on the ground that it 
would abolish an historic spot familiar 
to almost every person in the city, and 
would mar the natural beauty for which 
the park’s main entrance is famous, is a 
design suggesting the cascades at’ the 
Louisiana Purchase Exposition. It would 
abolish the present Grand Drive for a 
depth of about 800 feet, remove the a- 
clede Pavilion, and force vehicles and 
pedestrians to enter the park from side 
entrances at West Pine boulevard and 
at a point on Lindell boulevard about 
100 feet west of King’s highway.

The 
distance to be covered is 450 miles. It is 
desired to test to the utmost the ability 
of the fliers to follow a previously des- 
ignated route over unknown country; 4 
will give an opportunity to try the army 
transport svstem under stipulated War 
conditions, since trucks following the 
aeroplanes will be forced to make an 
average of 80 miles a day on land; it 
will test the power of the motors to 
stand up under service conditions and 
the resourcefulness and adaptability of 
the army flying organization, particu- 
larly its supply department. 

Truck for Each Aeroplane, 

To each aeroplane will be assigned one 
truck as tender, carrying the crew, tools, 
spare parts and other supplies. A newly 
developed machine shop truck, carrying 
a lathe and forge, will be along to main- 
tain the squadron on the way. For 
minor repairs to aeroplanes forced to 
land through motor trouble. a corps of 
six motor cycles carrying emergency re- 
pair kits, and all capable of great speed, 
will be depended upon. 

The First Aero Squadron, Signal Corps, 
U. S. A., ig the official designation of the 
flying unit. The officers are: Capt. 
Bs. D. Foulois, commanding, and 
Lieuts. T. D. Milling, C. Chapman, J. 
KE. Carberry, T. S. Bowen and I. A. 
Rader. Capt. Foulois is the oldest mili- 
tary flyer in the United States in point 
of service. 

As the First Aero Squadron is for 
service with field troops, it must be sep- 
arated from the Army Aviation School 
at San Diego, Cal., where opportunities 
for wie preliminary training of aviators 
sre excellent, but where no large bodies 
of troops are available for reconnais- 
sance work, observation of artillery fire 
and many other important duties de- 
manded of the military flyer today. 

Why Fort Sill Was Chosen. 

Fort Sill was chosen as a tempo- 
rary station for the squadron be- 
cause of the opportunity for work 
in co-operation with the artillery 
arm. The School of Fire, for training 
artillery officers in the conduct of 
fire and in the difficult art of Super- 
vVising a battery under war condi- 
tions, is held every fall at Fort Sill. 

The invention of an automatie sur- 
vey camera has occupied much of the 
time of the aviators. This apparatus, 
when set in operation by the pilot 
of the aeroplane in which it is in- 
stalled, takes a continuous series of 
photographs of the ground under- 
neath the line of flight. The photo- 
graph can be made ready instantly 
on landing and gives a connected

At no time in the war has any consid- 
erable army been in gravefdanger than 
the Servian, and its fate cannot long 
be postponed. If the Bulgars hang on 
at Uskup for another week, nothing is 
more certain that that they will be rein- 
forced by the Germans, the allied ad- 
Kance will be permanently checked and 
the allied army will be faced with the 
necessity of retreating down the Var- 
dar Valley and into Greek territory. 


May Be Driven Out of Macedonia. 


Even if the Serb army does get south, 
it is possible that the whole force will 
be inadéquate to withstand the combined 
force of the Germans and their allies 
and will be driven out of Macedonia. 
This is what the allies have in mind in 
exerting pressure upon King Constan- 
tine of Greece to obtain a promise to 
permit them to pass south, if they have 
to retreat. 

The allies have failed to seve Servia, 
as was inevitable when Greece declined 
to enlist. They are striving madly to 
save the Servian army and have made 
considerable progress, but are still far 
away from Uskup, and Uskup is the key 
of the whole military situation. 

A possibility of the situation must be 
the fortune which overtook the British 
army in the peninsular war, when the 
I’rench, under Soult, drove it in upon 
Corunna and the army, after the death 
of its commander, Sir John Moore, wag 
forced to take ship.

U.S. MAKING OWN 
INVESTIGATION OF 
ANGUNA SINKING 


Ambassador Penfield’s Report as 
to Details of Torpedo Attack 
Awaited at Washington. 


—_ 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—Detailed in- 
formation concerning the sinking of the 
Italian liner Ancona is a awaited by 
administration officials from the Aus- 
trian Government through Ambassador 
Penfield at Vienna. 

The Ambassador has instructions to 
obtain data supplementary to the Aus- 
concerning 
the attack, which has been submitted 
to Secretary Lansing by the Austrian 
embassy here. This statement said that 
an Austrian submarine sank the Anco- 
na and contended that ample time had 
been given for the escape of’the pas- 
sengers and crew. 

Instructions to Ambassador Pentield 
to make formal inquiry had been with- 
held until the Austrian Government of- 
ficially assumed responsibility for the 
action of the submarine. It previous- 
ly had been reported that the subma- 
rine flew a German flag. 

Ambassador Penfield’s report probably 
will not be received for a week, ow- 
ing to difficulties of cable communica- 
tion. He has been asked to inquire 
if the Ancona was warned and how 
long the liner was shelled. Other ques- 
tions cover the time given for passen- 
gers to escape, the activities of the 
submarine while they were leaving the 
vessel and whether any remained on 
board when the torpedo was fired. 


German Submarine Said to Have Sunk 
Italinn Stenmer Firenze. 


PARIS, Nov. 17.—Investigation by the 
Italian Government has disclosed that 
submarine which torpedoed the 
steamer Firenzé was a German, says 2 
Rome correspondent of the Journal. 
Passengers and crew of the steamer, alli 
of whom were saved, are said to agree 
hat the sailors aboard the submarine 
wore German uniforms and also that 
German colors were hoisted first, al- 
though thé Austrian. flag was substitut. 
ed later. 

If the Firenze, an Italian steamer, was 
sunk by a Gérman submarine it might 
be regarded by Italy as an act of war. 
There has, as yet, been no declaration 
of hostilities between Italy and Ger- 
many.

‘NEAR SEATTLE 


Explosion Traps 31 Laborers 
1500 Feet Underground— 
Bodies of Six Recovered. 


SEATTLE, Nov. 17.—Rescue parties 
which worked Jn 99-minute shifts al! 
night are still endeavoring to recover 
the bodies of 2% men entombed in the 
third level of the Northwestern Im- 
provement Co. coal mine at Ravensdale, 
% miles southeast of here. An explo- 
sion In the mine yesterday trapped 31 
men. 

The bodies of six men were recovered 
last night. The others are on a level 
1500 feet underground, and it is feared it 
will take many hours to reach them. 

The cause of the explosion still is un- 
determined, although it is believed that 
coal dust was ignited by a “windy 
shot.”’

Opinions Led Laclede Co. to As- 
sign Agreement to Union 
Electric. 


ANALYSIS MADE PUBLIC 


Reports of Experts Filed With’ 


the Special Electric Light 
Committee of Aldermen. 


The report of five consulting engineers 
for the Laclede Gas Light Co. which led 
the company to turn over to the Union 
Electric Light and Power Co. a power 
contract which it had entered into with 
the Mississippi River Power Distribut- 


nz Co., was made public for the first 
lime today, after it had been filed with 
the special Electric Light Committee « 
the Board of Aldermen. 

In this report the five engineers agreed 
that the contract by which the Laclede 
company was to receive power from the 
Keokuk-.company on a basis of 6.4 mills 
a kilowatt hour, or $2 a horsepower, 
was disadvantageous to the Laclede 
company. On the strength of this report 
the Laclede company gave up the con- 
tract in 1909 after it had been in force 
about a year. 


. Found Contracts Too Burdensome. 
The filing of the report followed testi- 


mony last week before the committee 
by C. L. Holman, president of the La- 
clede Gaslight Co., who said his con- 
cern found the contract so burdensome 
that it turned the contract over to the 
Union Electric Light and Power Co. 

The engineers’ report was filed by 
Hiram W. Phillips, former President of 
the Board of Public Improvements; H. 
H. Humphrey, J. W. Wood, W. H. Bryan 
and the firm of Bubel & .Vells. 


After turning over its power contract | 


to the Union Electric, the Laclede com- 
pany withdrew from the North Amer- 
ican Co., which now controls the Union 


the Keokuk Hydroelectric Co. 

The report of the engineers bears out 
the fatcs set forth by the Post-Dispatch 
after an exhaustive investigation about 
two years ago. This showed that while 
it had been supposed that power from 
the Keokuk dam would be cheaper than 
power generated in St. Louis had been, 


it was in reality no cheaper because the. 


rate charged for it in the contracts was 
based solely on the cost of coal neces- 
Sary to produce a similar amount of 
power. | 

£ffect of Basing Rate on Coal. 

Although water power was admitted 
to be cheaper than coal power, this 
method of fixing the rate defeated the 
purpose of lowering the price of power 
furnished by the Keokuk company. 

The Mississippi River Power Co. 
which controls the Keokuk dam, sells 
its power to the Mississippi River Power 
Distributing Co. at $18 a horsepower a 
year, or about 4.6 mills a kilowatt 
hour. 

The distributing company sells the 
Power to the Union LHlectric Co. at $23 
a horsepower a year, or 5.8 mills a 
kilowatt hour. To the United Railways 
Co. the power is gold at 25 a horse- 
power a year, or 6.4 milis a kilowatt 
hour. This is the same rate formerly 
pald by the,Laclede Gaslight Co. 

Views of Engineer Phillips. 

Engineer Phillips finds that the agree- 
ment is cleverly written and it seems 
to him that its one aim is to bind the 
as company without in any way obli- 
gating the distributing company to per- 
form any specific service. Concerning 
Protection to the Laclede company he 
Says: “This section is a monstrosity. 
It provides that the gas company shall 
pay $25 & year per horse power, but with 
an increased horsepower consumption 
the price is increased to over $150 per 
horsepower.”’ 

Regarding the length of the contract 
and the coal basis, he said: 

“The duration of the contract is for 
@ period of 100 years, which is too long. 
The development of electric apparatus 
has been such in the last 20 years that 
it would be a wise prophet who could 
predict the development irf the next 2% 
years. The supply of coal i: undoubt- 
edly decreasing, and in ths next 100 
years may very materially increase in 
price, and the mos* of generating cur- 
rent by hydro-electric plants will in 
all probability be very much less. The 
gas company will be competing with 
plants which are securing current at 
an ever-decreasing cost, and would have 
to purchase its power on an increasing 
scale. Adjustment of rates on the basis 
of mine run coal at $1.42 or any other 
price based upon the price of coal would 
be unfair to the gas company.” 

On the cheapness of current Phillips 
said: ‘“‘This current, when transformed 
for commercial use, would cost about 
.§2 cents a kilowatt hour."’ 

Phillips’ opinion of the purpose of 
the contract is: ‘‘The contract seems to 
have contemplated the discouraging of 
the gas company from entering the elec- 
tric field, or at least discouraging them 
from increasing their electric load." 


. How It Looks to Engineer Bryan. 
Engineer Bryan finds that the con- 


tract does not impress him as a particu- 
larly favorable one to the gag company. 
Concerning protection to the Laclede 
company, he says: 

“Throughout the entire document the 
rights of the distributing company are 
minutely safeguarded, at the expense of 
the best interests of the gas company. 
There seems to be no bond to insure 
performance.” et 

On the question of the cheapness of 
the current his opinion is: 

"The total cost of the distributing 
company's service is shown above from 
1 to 1.08 cents per kilowatt hour. There 
fa hardly any doubt that a modern steam 
Plant can deliver power on the switch- 
board at a materially lower figure than 
this. It would seem better, therefore, 
after having built the power plant, to 
operate it exclusively. 

Regarding an auxiliary plant he says: 
“To satisfactorily supply ita customers 
it would be necessary for the gas com- 
pany to build and maintain a reserve

It is 
drawn throughout for the purpose of 
protecting the power company and with- 
out giving equal protection to the gas 
company.”’ 

Regarding the length of the con- 
tract and the coal basis he says: 
“ ‘The adjustment of price to be based 
upon the price of Illinois coal at $1.42 
a ton.’ This appears to me to be a 


tract for power. The price of coal is 
almost: sure to increase year after 
year as the suply is diminished, while 
on the other hand the cost of gener- 
ating electricity by a steam plant 
with other fuel than coal is very apt 
to decrease from year totyear. The 
electric plant at Tulsa, Ok., for ‘in- 
stance, which I have visited recently, 
in the natural gas fielis of Oklaho- 
ma, pays 6 cents per 1000 cubic feet 
for natural gas delivered in the en- 
gine room and used in gas engines. 
This is equivalent to 1 mill a kilowatt 
hour, a much lower price for fuel 
than Illinois coal at $1.42 per ton. 

“With the natural gas fields of 
lllinoig being developed so near St. 
Louis, it is very probable that a 
power contract at the prices speci- 
fied in this one may become a bur- 
den to the gas company within the 
next five years, or, at the latest, 
within the next 15 years.” 


“Ambiguous and Evasive.” 
Wood finds that the agreement is so 


covered up with reservations and ex- 
emptions on the part of the distribut- 
ing company that he is unable to see 
what specific rights or protection the 
Laclede company would have. 

“The agreement does not appeal to 
me at all,” he says. “It is ambiguous, 
evasive and of unsound conception as a 
business proposition.”’ 

Concerning protection to the Laclede 
company he says: “I fail to find any 
protection whatever for the Laclede Gas 
Co. under his proposed agreement.

against which the gas company cannot 
bring suit.”’ ' 

Concerning protection to the Laclede 
Gas Co.: “This instrument is co

at almost every point.”’

BATTLESHIPS OVER 
$7,800,000 LMI! 


Little Change in’ Type Except 
for Additional Hull Protec- 
tion Against Torpedoes. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—None of the 
bids by private shipyards for construc- 
tion of the two super-dreadnaughts au- 
thorized by the last Congress. submitted 
to the Navy today fell within the $%,- 
§00,000 fixed as the maximum cost for 
hull and machinery of each ship. 

Bids submitted by the New York, Phil- 
adelphia and Mare Island navy yards. 
however, all fell within the limit, most 
of them being below $7,000,000. Three 
private companies submitted bids for 
on ship each. The navy yard estimatce 
were based on full specifications for the 
Ships without modification. 

The New York yard’s figures were: For 
turbine engines, $7,069,923; for steam and 
electric drive, $6,986,667. 
The Philadelphia yard: 
916,427; electric, $6,774,144. 

Mare Island yard: Turbine, $7,413,156. 

An additional expense for equipment 
of the Philadelphia and Mare Island 
yards to build battleships was also es- 
timated, that at Mare Island being fixed 
at $82,000 and included in the bid. 


36 Months for Construction. 
The navy yards’ estimates were all 


based on a 36-month construction pe- 
riod. 

Private bids all called attention to ris- 
ing prices for warship material because 
of the European war, and also predicted 
delay beyond the 34-month construction 
period specified by the department. 

The two new superdreadnoughts wiil 
represent the last word in naval arch’- 
tecture. Since the war has brought no 
vessels of this class into conflict, nw 
definite lessons have been learned, no 
radical departure in construction is 
planned. The greatest difference be- 
tween the two new ships, Nos. 43 and 44 
—until names for them shall be chosen— 
and their immediate predecessof&® now 
building, will lie in additional hull pro- 
tection against torpedo attack. The na- 
ture of those safeguards has not been 
revealed except to bidders, but they are 
senerally understood to consist of great- 
er subdivision and the strengthening of 
bulkheads to keep the ships afloat even 
with holes torn in their bottoms. 

In size the new ships will equal the 
California, now under construction at 
the New York navy yard. They will 
displace 32,000 tons, measure 625 feet 'n 
length overall. 97 feet 8 inches beam, 
and draw 30 feet of water. They will 
have a speed of 20% knots an hour an‘ 
will be driven by turbine engines, since 
the Navy Department probably will not 
build more ships of combined steam an4 
electric drive, as in the California, until 
that vessel has proved her worth. . 

Twelve 14-Inch Guna. 

They will carry a dozen 14-inch rifles

In appearance the new ships. willi 
show a marked departure from vessels 
of their type now in commission, as 
they will be constructed with long, 
overhanging bows, known as clipper 
stems, patterned after swift sailins 
ships of days gone by. The result, in 
tlie opinion of navy designers, will be 
to give the battlecraft greater freedom 
from pitchin® in heavy seas.

AMERICAN DOCTOR WHO WED | 
RUSSIAN PRINCESS NOW GENERAL 


Dr. Philip Newton of Washington Be- 
comes Highest Ranking Citizen of 
U. 8S. on Duty Under the Czar. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—According 
to advices received here today from Pe- 
trograd Dr. Philip Newton of Washing: 
ton, who went to Russia shortly after 
the outbreak of the war in charge of an 
American Red Cross unit and later mar- 
ried a Rugisan Princess, has been ap- 
pointed surgeon of the Czar’s Sixth 
Army Corps, with the rank of General. 
This makes Dr. Newton the- highest 
ranking American citizen on duty with 
a Russian army. 

Dr. Newton is a 1912 graduate of the 
United States Military Academy at West 
Point. When he was on a mission to the 
Philippines for the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion his fiancee, Miss Alice Dorothy Nix- 
on of this city was drowned at Colonial 
Beach near here. 

He was in charge of a hospital at Kier 
when he met Princess Schahofskaya of 
Petrograd, who was serving as a nurse 
in the hospital. They were married in 
Petrograd last\January. Dr. Newton en- 
tered the service of the Russian Govern- 
ment when the American Red Cross 
units were withdrawn from Russia.

Public Service Board Finds Total 
_in Some Cases Exceed Number 
of Property Owners. 


The Board of Public Service will here- 
after demand affidavits to the genuine- 
, Nees of property owners’ signatures, at- 

tached to petitions for street improve- 

ment, and to remonstrances against 
such improvement. 

This decision was reached yesterday, 
after the board had learned that: con- 
tractors were employing paid solicitors, 
and that in some cases there is reason 
to doubt the genuineness of signatures. 
The solicitors are said to reveive a fixed 
@mount for each name they get. 

C. G. Prosser of 5338 Odell street and 
F, C. Hohman of 645 East Red, Bud 
avenue, told the board that their names, 
appearing on petitions for street im- 
provements, were not signed by them. 

The board also found that in several 
cases the number of signers to petitions 
and remonstrances considerably exceed- 
ed the number of those who'were legal- 
ly qualified to sign. In/the case of Maf- 
fitt avenue, between King’: highway 
end Union bomlevard, where 72 property 
owners are eligible to sign, there were 
-§7 signatures to a petition for brick 
paving, 29 for asphalt and 16 names on 
a remonstrance, a total of 102. 

In the case of .Compton avenue, be- 
tween Gasconade and Meramec streets, 
78 per cent of the property owners sizned 
a.petition for brick and 57 per cent for 
asphalt, a total of 135 per cent of the 
whole. 3 

City Counselor’ Daues advised the 
board, in reply to an inquiry from Pres- 
ident Kinsey, that the board had the 
right to take every safeguard against 
fraud, and to demand proof of the genu- 
ineness of signatures. 

Brick and asphalt contractors, and in 
gome cases those dealing in wood block 

* pavements, are in lively comnetition in 
many cases, and solicitors employ vari- 
ous arguments to get signatures in 
favor of the various materials. One 
woman told the board that, when she 
gaid she was opposed to any paving, 
the solicitor told her it had been decided 
to pave the atreet’ (which w1s not the 
case) and persuaded her to sign for 
brick, as the ee ere ins material.

PAGEANT CHORUS 
QUTSHINES STARS 
IN BIBLICAL OPERA 


Excellent Performance of Sam- 
son and Delilah—Symphony 
Assists. 


By RICHARD L. STOKES, 

HE Pageant Choral Society proved 
if itself the true heir of that event 

of enduring beauty, the Pageant 
and Masque, in Forest Park, by giving 
an admirable presentation, last night, 
at the Odeon, of Saint-Saens’ formidable 
Biblical pera, “Samson and ° Delilah.” 
How ambitious was the undertaking 
with which the choral ‘society began its 
second seaso1 may be judged from the 
fact that it was this work which was 
chosen for the opening performance of 
the Metropolitan Opera Company, Mon- 
day night in New York, with Caruso; 
Amato and Matzenauer in the leading 
roles. 

The choral society is composed of 200 
male and female voices, and had its 
Origin in the chorus which sang the 
music of the Pageant, almost two years 
ago.: The members decided afterwards 
that they would not disband, but would 
form themselves into a permanent 
musical body, both to perpetuate the 
memory of the Pageant and t- foster 
choral singing in this city. Frederick 
Fischer, assistant director of the 
Symphony Orchestra, has from the be- 
ginning been the leader and trainer of 
the chorus. 

Supported by Symphony. 

At last night’s performance,the chorus 
Was supported by the entire Symphony 
Orchestra and by four imported soloists 
—John Campbell, tenor, of the Oratorio 
Society, Ncw York; Heratio Connell, 
baritone, of ‘the Handel. and Hayden 
Society, Boston; Louis Bauer, basso, of 
the Municipal Opera at Cologne, and 
Miss Kathleen Howard, American con- 
tralto, who has been a prima donna at 
Covent Garden and the Roy-! Opera at 
Darmstadt, Germany, and who created 
the role of Myrie) in Horatio Parker's 
$10,000 prize opera, * ‘Fairyland,’”’ last sum- 
mer in Los Angeles. Miss Kc ward had’ 
the part of Delilah; Camp-..'l that of 
Samson, Connell that of the High Priest 
and Bauer the triple roles of Abime- 
lech, satrap of Gaza, of an old Hebrew 
and of a Philistino. 

It is not mere local partiality to say 
‘that this chorus of amateur singers, 
most ef them with little training save 
that gained under Fischer, succeeded, 
as far as musical enjoyment goes, in 
outshining the professional soloists, in- 
cluding even Miss Howard; and that its 
supremacy throughout the opera was 
challenged successfully only once—when 
the Symphony Orchestra, in genuine }ri- 
day and Saturday concert style, played 
the exotic badcchanalian music at the 
beginning of the third act. 

Thé triumph*of the chorus was due in 
part ta the fact. that Saint-Saens was 


‘| everywhere thrilling and magnificent in. 


his writing of the choral parts; while 
his music for the solo roles was too 
often so arid and thankless that only 
voices able to give pleasure by’ their 

wn beauty could bope to redeem it.:But 
the chorus had gratifying arustic merits 

f\its own, not the least of which was 
the fine-and refreshing enthusiasm of 
the amateur, singing only for the love 
of it and rejoicing heartily in every 
note. 

Technically, ./there were unpolished 
| spots—a lack of finish and smoothness 
here and there-but theré was. always 
evidence of painstaking and loyal work, 
and the result, considering the composi- 
tion of the chorus, was Httle short of 
amazing. It was significant that the 
dreariest part of the opera was the sec- 
ond act, in which the chorus 1g silent 
tLroughout. 

That the chorus was not merely sing- 
ing notes, but felt the meaning of the 
music, was shown by its interpretation 
of the varied moods of the opera. Deso- 
lation and weariness spoke in the first 
chorus, “God, Israel’s God; exalted 
courage in “Israel, Break Your Chains:” 
gayety and youth in the chorus of Phil- 
istine women. “Now Spring’s Generous 
Hand;” profound despair in “Samson, 
Why Thy Vow to God Hast Thou Brok- 
en?” and fiery pride and pomp in “Da- 
gon Shows His Power’’—the last being 
especially able to cause the pulse to 
quicken. 

Miss Howard Restricted. 

Miss Howard, it seemed, continually 
chafed under the restrictions of the ora- 
torio form, and would have been happier 
could she have had the freer scope of 
the operatic stage for her portrayal of 
the Philistine vampire. She has a rich 
and strong contralto voice, though it 
tends to become guttural fn the lowest 
notes, and uses it with much skill and 
considerable emotional power. Her sing- 
ing gave promise that in opera’ she 
would be a splendid and 'mpassioned 
Delilah. Tier best moments e.me in 
the most popular aria of the work, “My 
Heart at Thy Dear Voice.” 

As to the male soloists, it is suffictent 
t# say that Raymund H. 8 Koch, a 
member of the chorus, who will be re- 
membered for his robust voice in the 
speaking part of Gold, in the Pageant, 
showed in the four lines of his part as a 
Philistine messenger more vim and mu- 
sica! effect than the three professionals 
together displayed during the entire 
evening. The contrast wes r.> less than 
startling when, in the midst of their 
wooden and feeble singing, Koch's voice, 
brimming with vitality, rang out from 
the middle of the -tage.

LONDON, Nov. 17.—Lord Haldane, for- 
mer Secretary of War, and Baron New | 
ton appeared in the House vf Lords last

Privy Seal, also replied to Baron St.

The argument opened when Lord St. 
Davids inquired whether the Govern- 
ment’s attention had been culled to re- 
ports tha’ during the recent ‘ghting 
there had been many comn'aints as tu 
failure of staff work. The spea’ -r con- 
tinued that he was informed that thé 
staff was five or six times as large as 
that of Gen. Joffre, the Commander in 
Chief of the French (orcey and that 
many men who ought to be in the 
trenches had been added to the staff 
for no |....itary purpose. 

Baron St. Davids deciared that En- 
gland’s sons were being sent out w 
fight under men who were living it 
headquarters in great numbers and who 
were unable to get to their offices early 
because they had been up late the pre- 
vious evéning playing brkige. 

Wants Men to Have a Chence. 

The speaker continued: “It is about 
time the men were given a fair chance. 
More than once the troops have broken 
the German lines, but, owing to bad 
staff work, the whole thing fell through. 
Many lives have been sac iced, owing 
to muddling in high places.” 

Replying to this, Lord Haldane said 
that Baron St. Davids had made his at- 
tack without being (tultyv infor~ ec. 
‘That the country has _ suffered for 
want of an organized general staff is 
true,”” he continued. ‘“‘but there now 
bat been evolved a general staff of the 
highest order. To say that the work of 
the staff is a failure is to say some- 
thing which is very far from the truth. 
As for Field Marshal French, he is up 
ut 6 o’clock in the morning.”’ 

Baron Newton, while saying that he 
was not at liberty to disclose the num- 
ber on the gericral staff, defended tt as 
capable. 

Concerning allevations that success at 
Lvos had been mirsed owing to failure 
tu bring uD reserves at the right time. 
the Marquis of Crewe said +hat an in- 
quiry was in progress by the highest 
#uthorities that could be called into 
the case. The Marquis assertece tha: 
from his knowledge of Gen. French he 
did not believe that the Commander in 
Chief would submit to having persons 
forced upon his personal staff. 

bord Crewe added. that. he had no 
hesitation in saying that unless womer 
had business at headquarters, they ought 
not to-go there. 7 

Lord Fisher Submits Hecord. 
Admiral Lord Fisher, the former First 
Sea Lord of the Admiralty, made a 
brief answer to Winston Spencer 
Churchill’s statement in the House of 
Commons, in which Churchill complained 
that he had not received from Admiral 
l“isher, with respect to the Dardanelles 
attack, the clear guidance bectvre or 
the tirm support after, to wHich he was 
entitled. 

“Certain references,” said Lord Fish. 
er, “‘were made to me in the speech de- 
livered by Mr. Churchfll. I have been 
61 years in the service of my country 
and I leave my record in the hands of 
my countrymen. The prime Minister has 
said that Mr Churchill had said one or 
two things he would better not have 
said, and had necessarily and natural- 
ly left unsaid some things which wouid 
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“IT am content to wait,’’ he added. ‘Ir

tions affecting national interest when 
my country is in the midst of a great 
war.” 

Commoners Wi-cuss Conseripticn. 
The question of conscription was pp 
in the House of Commons and Premier 
Asquith expressed hope that the vol- 
untary system of recruiting would suc- 
ceed, without the necessity of harsher 
measures. He believed that Lord Der- 
by’s earnest appeal. particularly to the 
young unmarried men of the country, 
would be availing. 

James Henry Thomas, assistant gen- 
eral secretary of the Amalgamated Sv- 
ciety of Railway Servants and labor 
member for Derby, complained that 
the Earl of Derby's circular conveyed 
the impression that conscription would 
be enforced after Nov. 30. That, he 
declared, would be a Violation of the 
agreement with the labor party. He 
did not believe that the Government 
would be able to force a conscription 
bill through the House of Commons, 
nor did he believe the voluntary sys- 
tem of enlistment had failed. 

Andrew Bonar Law, Minister for the 
Colonies, said that While at the outset 
of the war he believed conscription to 
b. the best system, he rea‘tized that re- 
course to it now might cost too much, 
since it would divide the nation. The 
whole question depended upon whethe-, 
under the voluntary system, all the 
men necessary to win the war could be 
obtained. He contended that they | 
could, iY the voluntary system w<-e 
given a fair chance. 

Bonar Law ridiculed the idea that 
Lord Derby intended to suggest that :f 
every eligible unmarried man did nat 
enlist. those who stayed behind would 
be compelled to join the colors before 
the married men were called on. What 
Lord Derby meant, Bonar Law said, was 
that if there was a general shirkage 
among the unmarried men, then they 
would be made:to enlist.

Discovery That “Patriotic” Gather- 
ings Were to Have Peen Prutest 
Sessions Caused Cancellations. 


LONDON, Nov. 17.—Mrs. Emmeline 
Pankhurst, commenting on the fact that 
meetings set for Thursday by the 
Women’s Social’ and Political Union 
at Royal Albert hall and at the Lon- 
don Pavilion had been canceled for 
the reason that their announced “pat- 
riotic” purpose was doubted, said: 

“The inspired’ attempt to deprive 
the nation of its right to protest will 
not succeed. The meetings will be 
held at a time and place to be an- 
nounced later.” 

The announcement of the gather- 
ing at Royal Albert hall, contained 
in a letter by Mrs. Pankhurst, re- 
vealed its purpose.

Committee of Aldermen Will 
Arrange for Hearings on Im- 
provement.. 


A committee of the Board of Alder- 
men Friday will begin consideration of 
a bill to establish a municipal dock at 


the foot of North Market street, the 
first step proposed by the city adminis- 
tration in an extensive system of river 
terminals designed to promote river 
transportation. 

The proposed North Side dock is to 
cost about $285,000. It will furnish a 
landing place .for packets and barges, 
and will be equipped with electric 
cranes to lift heavy freight between 
freight cars and the water carriers. The 
jroposed municipal steam railroad will 
furnish track connections with the dock 
for every railroad entering 8t. Louis 
and East 8t. Louis. Temporary ware- 
house storage will be provided at this 
dock, enabling the city to handle more 


out congestion. 

The proposed dock is a single unit of 
four that the administration hopes to 
build at this point as traffic demands 
increase. Docks have been recommend- 
ed at five other points, as follows: 
Chain of Rocks, at the northern city 
limits; East Grand avenue, north; Val- 
entine street, south; Victor street, 
south, and Neosho street, south. 


Levee Railway Planned. 
Director Hooke afid his assistants also 


have planned an extensive system of 
raii communication between both sides 
of the river, via the municipal free 
bridge, and traversing the levee from 
Chain of Rocks south to Arsenal street. 
The waterworks railway, now operated 
as a steam and electric road between 
East Grand avenue and Chain of Rocks, 
will be the northern link in this system. 

The road will be extended south to Ar- 
senal street over the St. Louis Transfer 
Railway, as soon as the Board of Alder- 
men enacts an ordinance accepting the 
road from the Terminal ‘Railroad Asso- 
ciation, which has agreed to relinquish 
this line to the city at the expiration of 
its 20-year franchise this month. The 
city. agreed to vacate the streets in the 
Ranken tract for the: Terminal Associa- 
tion as a consideration for the surrender 
of this levee line, consisting of about 12 
miles of track. 

Along this municipal railway, it is 
planned to establish team receiving sta- 
tions for the accommodation of business 
houses that are not supplied with rail- 
road switches. Every industrial estab- 
lishment in or near the city that has 
switch facilities will be able to switch its 
freight to and from the docks via the 
municipal road, as all railroads connect 
directly of through Terminal Associa- 
tion tracks with the levee line. 

There are at present eight companies 
operating steamboats between St. Louis 
and other points on the Mississippi, 
mainly above here. There is a barge 
line operating between ‘New Orleans 
and Chicago, via Lockport, Hl., and the 
Chicago Canal. There is a barge line 
operating between Kansas City and 
points on the Missouri and Mississippi. 
Other barge transportation lines are 
being organized, promoters of which as- 
sert that if St. Louis provides river 
terminals that will permit the inter: 
change of rail and water ireight, they 
will make it a basic point in their oper- 
ations, 

How Project Started. 
The project to develop river terminals 
grew out of a series of conferences with 
a committee, appointed by Mayor Kiel 
in pursuance of a resolution adopted by 
the Board of Aldermen.

NEW HAVEN, Conn., Nov. 17.—Capt. 
Wilson's Yale eleven got a battering at 
the hands of a Shevlin picked team of 
ineligible players yesterday. For 20 min- 
utes the Yale scrubs hammered away 
at the varsity line, with the result that 
they scored four touchdowns. No track 
was kept of the first downs, as the 
melee was intended merely to give the 
Yale forwards, regulars and substitutes 
a taste of real work before they meet 


the crimson.

Wherever the test was applied whether the ped- 
ple were prepared to indorse Mr. Wilson’s one- 
sided neutrality and his policy of sacrificing the 
interests of the United States to the upbuilding of 
English prestige, English commerce and English 
victory, the answer was an emphatic No! and 
his. spokesmen were ignominously defeated. 

His organs are trying hard to cover up the 
truth. They ascribe their defeat to any cause but 
the right one. They have so long misrepresented 
the situation, as tools of the money lenders and 
ammunition makers, that they dare not incur the 
ridicule of their readers who still have a capacity 
for thinking. But the facts are too plain to be 
successfully disputed. i 

The American people are nodgeck of the Presi- 
dent, and the vast body of vote which has been 
malignantly persecuted with charges of disloyalty 
for daring to assert their right of holding opinions 
rot prescribed for them by the Anglo-hyphenated 
press and the Anglo-hyphenated administration, 
have turned upon their persecutors and declared 
their independence of party organizations and 
party leadership. 

The result of the election in the Twenty-third 
- Congressional District of New York was not an 
isolated instance of this revolt. 

This district’in the last regular Congressional 
election gave James E. Goulden a Democratic ma- 
jority of approximately 6800 votes. Goulden had 
carried the district six times by safe Democratic 
majorities. He died, and in the by-election of 
Nov. 2 the Democratic nominee, Healy, a nephew 
of Charles F. Murphy, leader of Tammany Hall, 
was opposed by the Republican nominee Bennet. 
There was no personal objection to Healy, but the 
issue between the candidates was clearly drawn. 

Healy stood for the President’s neutrality; he 
made his campaign on “patriotism;” he offered to 
stand or fall by those policies of t administra- 
tion which have been so fruitful of dissension and 
have been denounced as un-American\by/all who 
believe in the principle, “America before England.” 

Bennet accepted the issue. He announced his 
standpoint to be in direct opposition to the pol- 
ictes of the administration. 

With a normal Democratic majority of nearly 
7000 staring him in the face, the fight was waged 
om these questions, and aly was defeated. 

Bomething like 13,000 votes were changed in that 
district in the Congressional fight, while the local 
Democrats were elected by large majorities. 

The district is divided into three Assembly dis- 
tricts. The three Democratic Assembly candidates 
were elected by a relative vote as follows: 11,176- 
9,811; 10,622-6840; 12,310-4245—a total of 34,008 
Democratic against 20,896 Reublican votes on a 
normal showing. 

In other words Healy was defeated by hi; Re- 
publican opponent on the Wilson issue in a district 


‘ which gave a majority of 13,112 for the Assembly 


candidates of his own party. 

The defeat of Healy was due to the intelligent 
eampaign work of the Germans and Irish in that 
district. The forces were well organized and a 
house-to-house campaign was early inaugurated, 
in which those believed to be interested in rebuk- 
ing the Wilson policies were personally seen, ap- 
pealed to and pledged to vote for Bennet. The 
work was done quietly but effectively under the 
auspices of the American Truth Society. The real 
strength of the opposition was concealed until 
election day. 

Ané this plan should be adopted: everywhere 
where the German element and its friends opposed 
to Mr. Wilson's obsequious surrender to Wal!

Cincinnati piled up the largest Republican ma- 
jority for Mayor in the history of the city.

In Massachusetts the Gerfhan element voted for 
the Republican candidate for Governor, and Meo- 
Call’s election is a victory for the opponents of the 
Wilson administration, which was severely kee)l- 
hauled by McCall. Though normally a Republican 
state, the Democratic candidate, Walsh, was twice 
elected Governor over a Republican and is person- 
ally a popular man with the masses. In Kentucky 
the Democratic candidate was elected Governor 
by approximately 327 votes, and these were 
furnished by Louisville, the state giving a round 
Republican majority. Kentucky is safely Demo- 
cratic under normal] conditions. In Maryland the 
Wilson candidate for Governor ran 7000 ballots 
behind the vote cast for J. W. Smith only a year 
ago, and was elected by a narrow margin. 

The American pecple of German antecedence 
and the many Irish who see in the policies of the

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THAT PARK ENTRANCE. 

The strong protests against Park Commission- 
er Cunliff’s plan to change the Lindell entrance to 
Forest Park should warn the Park Commissioner 
and the Public Service Board to avoid haste in 
beginning work. 

There should be at least a fair public hearing 
on the radical change affecting such important 
public property as Forest Park and an entrance 
used by thousands of citizens. 

Before any work has been done there should be 
an assurance that the entire sum needed to com- 
plete the work will be appropriated for the pur- 
pose. The amount should be appropriated to avoid 
any possibility of its abandonment or delay in its 
completion. 

Without criticising the beauty of the plan from 
an architectural and landscape standpoint, there 
is a question of the appropriateness of a formal 
elaborate scheme at the entrance to a park of the 
character of Forest Park and at a spot offering 
such great natural beauty of landscape. The view 
of the park from the entrance is so charming 
that a formal architectural and sculptural treat- 
ment might detract rather than enhance its 
attractiveness. It is difficult to improve, but 
easy to spoil the simple effect of grass, flowers, 
trees and the grove vista of the park. Ssim- 
plicity is the thing there. 

What about the traffic which congests at this 
point? 

No provision seems to be made to help the traf- 
fic regulations in the new plan. On the contrary, 
the plan complicates the vehicle traffic problem 
and threatens danger to pedestrians trying to 
enter the park. 

What about the money? 

Some of the park roads are 80 badly in need of 
repair that it would seem to be the point of wis- 
dom to let the unnecessary change in the entrances 
go until the roads are mended. 

With a few changes the present traffic regula- 
tions will work @dmirable. For a few thousand 
dollars the presént unsightly, roped circus ring 
can be made into a sightly grass and flower plot 
and the contiguous roads widened where needed. 
Let us be sure what is best and what we want 
before going ahead on a costly and problematic 
experiment. 
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HOW IS ELSTON SCOTT ENJOYING IT? 

Gov. Dunne’s efforts to compe! executions at 
Murphysboro, IIl., to be conducted in accordance 
with the law are, of course, being watched with 
general approval and satisfaction. But how is 
Elston Scott, the condemned negro, enjoying the 
contest between Governor and Sheriff? He has 
been twice reprieved while the two important of- 
ficials have played football with his case. 
Scott should be put out of his suspense. If he 
cannot be so hanged as to uphold and vindicate 
the majesty of the law, he should be sent to the 
penitentiary for life under commutation.

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POLITICAL HUSBANDS—FOR LIFB. 

Who does not sympathize with the tribulations 
of an old practical politician whose wife sues 
to divorce him on grounds of neglect, nonsup- 
port and the like? Nobody is an easier mark for 
divorce than the old political war horses, who 
spend their lives trifling with public affairs and 
letting private duties attend to themselves. For 
the wives of such hapless veterans divorce seems 
to have been specially designed. 

It would be less tragic if some such remedy ex- 
isted for the public, for parties and voters. Often 
the same causes exist, of neglect and infidelity to 
public interests or party causes, but the means is 
wofully lacking to be rid of the useless “practi- 
cal” politictan easily, painlessly or permanently. 
His public failings may be as notorious as his 
private virtues are traditional, and although the 


public prides itself on being unforgiving theo

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DIPLOMATIO CAREERS FOR WOMEN. 
Miss Pressley Smith has just been appointed 
secretary of the British legation in Norway, a 
country where women have a large participation 
in politics. 

It must be assumed, of course, that Miss Smith 
is a new woman. Still, it is hardly probable 
that she qualified for the tactful duties of a 
diplomat through affiliation with that group of 
British new women who broke 20,000 windows in 
London, horsewhipped Winston Churchill twice, 
threw bricks at John Redmond, smashed glass 
cases in the British Museum, blew up the coro- 
nation cheir in Westminster Abbey, pelted the 
King and Queen with missiles, poured molasses 
into street mail boxes, damaged pictures in the 
national art galleries, destroyed $5,000,000 worth 
of property through incendiarism and made nec- 
essery 5000 arrests by the police. 

Diplomatic careers having been definitely 
opened to women in this appointment of the first 
feminine secretary of legation, probably there will 
never be a time in the future when women will 
not be found discharging important duties in the 
British foreign service. The American Govern- 
ment has 39 secretaries of legation, besides half 
a dozen or more officials classified as second or 
third secretaries. Not one of these desirable po- 
sitions is filled by a woman—not even by the

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‘‘AMERIOA’S AMBITIONS.** 

“America is trying to steal a march on Europe, 
while we are at war,” writes the Vienna Frele 
Presse in a four-column leader. It says: 

The yankees have many ambitions; and fore- 
most among them is the desire to take from 
us the South and Central American trade, 
which cost us a century’s endeavor to build up. 
The writer sees little prospect of realizing that 

ambition: 

The American has an inflexible spine: he 
will not conform himself or his wares to the 
whims and fancies of his customers. He wants 
people to buy his goods as they are, In fact 
so little will he bend to circumstances, that 
he will not even learn his customers’ language, 
to make dealings easy, but insists on the 
other fellow’s learning English, if he wants to 
deal with him. 

The second object of American ambition, ac- 
cording to the Freie Presse, is to dispense alto- 
gether with European goods: " 

Already factories are going up all over the 
United States to produce goods which have 
always been on the list pf indispensible im- 
ports from Europe. Clearly the intention is 
to leave Europe high and dry after the war. 
The third ambitious plan is to fill Europe with 

American goods after the war. Europe is depleted 
in raw materials, many of them having gone up 
in smoke; nor has she the requisite number of 
skilled workmen to rehabilitate her manufactures: 

America sees in this condition a fine oppor- 
tunity to sell us not only raw materials, but 
even manufactured goods. But will she suoc- 
ceed? Will anybody believe us to be such 
stupids as to invite into our countries the one 
who seeks to despoll us, and bid him to fatten 
on our needs? True we now have a debt of 
$150.00 on every head, and that figure may 
become doubled before we are through. But 
call in American capital, American goods to 
make our wheels spin, never! 

The writer claims to have certain knowledge of 
America’s “flirting” with the Swadeshi movement 
in India, whose objective is the elimination of 
trade with England. In fact he claims that Amer- 
ican money has been offered to finance the eco- 
nomic revolution there; and to divert the Indian 
export from London to New York: 

America expects to become the center of the 
world’s trade; to tie all the nations hand and 
foot by loans. England and France are al- 
ready in her fetters; now she expects to get 
also India, and later Germany and Austro- 
Hungary, if not Italy and the Balkans. She 
would like to pose as the creditor-nation of 
the world. But America will never control 
the world’s markets, primarily because she 
seems to have an unwritten law not to build 
or own a merchant marine. And as long as 
German, English and French vessels will have 
to carry her merchandise, we shall have the 
advantage. America has had several jogs in 
that direction, but she has always and will 
now back down before the phantom of a mer- 
chant navy. Far from getting American cap- 
ital to help us rehabilitate our industries, 
America will soon again come to us to finance 
her many enterprises, as In the past. 

The article concludes with a sarcastic panegyric 
of Europe’s needs and America’s opportunities. 
[It says: 

With Europe burying prematurely her best 
men, and loading herself down with debts 
which a century may not be able to pay off; 

a trade stagnation that has forgotten all the 
world and all previous connections; with all 
the »perspective of harder times still to come, 
lack of money, lack of employment for lack 
of capital to operate, what a glorious chance 
for America to step in and skim the milk in 
the world’s pitcher! But we are still com- 
peting; and we shall win! 

Those frank statements of American weakness, 
particularly in merchant shipping and in methods 
of trade are excellent hints for Americans. We 
know what we have to do to accomplish our am- 


bitions.

TIRRING while hot makes the fudge 
liable to grain. You can be more 
certain of making soft, creamy fudge if 
you let it heat gradually and do not 
stir after it begins to boil. Some peo- 
ple even wait, before beating the fudge, 
until it is cold, so as to make sure 
that it will not become grainy. 
If you wish your fudge to be rich, use 
chocolate instead of cocoa. Two 
squares of chocolate, melted over hot 
water, take the place of three table- 
spoonsful of cocoa. 
Do not. add nuts while the fudge is 
hot. The heat wilts the nuts and takes 
part of their flavor away. 
Never add vanilla until after the 
fudge has been removed from the fire, 
as the flavor of the vanilla goes off in 
the steam if it is allowed to boil.
